When the Full Gospel Bible Institute was 
four years old, its buildings consisted of the 
two girls’ dormitories and two faculty 
residences. The first class to graduate had 
four members. Sixteen had graduated at 
the close of the fourth term. 



At the end of the eighth year the graduat¬ 
ing total has increased accordingly and 
now numbers fifty. 


The close of the twelfth term sees the Bible School, now with the boys’ dormi¬ 
tory and the chapel. Ninety-two students have completed three years of study 
and are serving in widely varied fields. 

Sixteen years have now passed into eternity. The total 
number of all the graduates to the present time has 
reached one hundred and sixty-seven. The commence¬ 
ment of the seventeenth year finds the third-year classroom and the dining hall 
on the grounds. The teaching outreach has also increased to include radio broad¬ 
casts by Rev. L. O. Pritchard. Literature, too, plays an important part in the 

spread of the Gospel; much of the basement of the 
boys’ dormitory has been converted into a printer’s 
shop.

Curriculum 


A three-year course has been designed to provide the 
student with a comprehensive understanding of the Eng¬ 
lish Bible and preparation for Christian service at home 
and abroad in accordance with New Testament principles. 

THEOLOGY. A study of all the major doctrines of 
Scripture under the following divisions; 

Bibliography —A study of the Bible as a Book. 

Theology Proper —Names, Attributes, Covenants, and 
Acts of God. 

Anthropology— Doctrine of Man. 

Soteriology— Ohristology, Salvation, Propitiation, Re¬ 
demption, Healing, etc. 

Angelology —Angels, Demons, Satan. 

Ecclesiology —A study of the Pauline Revelation of the 
Church. 

Eschatology —Second Coming, Prophecy, Heaven and 
Hell. 


BIBLE CONSTRUCTION covers the entire Bible and 
is a comprehensive study of each book of the Bible, em¬ 
phasizing the outline purpose and main message of each. 
This gives a general knowledge of the Scriptures as a 
whole, laying a foundation for further study. 

VERSE BY VERSE STUDIES in the Gospel of John, 
Books of Acts, Epistles of Romans and Ephesians, and ex¬ 
panded studies in Daniel and Revelation. 


PERSONAL EVANGELISM is designed to equip the 
student for one of the most important forms of Christian 
service—how to win souls to Christ by personal contact, 
giving the best method of approaching and dealing with 
various classes and cults from the Bible and provides a 
valuable course in Scripture memorizing. 


THE HOLY SPIRIT an extensive Bible presentation 
of the Pentecostal position relative to the BAPTISM in 
the Holy Spirit. Special attention is given to teaching the 
GIFTS of the Spirit, and the FRUIT of the Spirit. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. This includes: 

Pedogogy —A study of the principles of teaching. 

Child Study —The examination of the characteristics 
and development of each age group. 

Sunday School Administration —How to arrange and 
operate a successful Sunday School. Opportunities are 
given for practical work in Sunday Schools, Bible 
Clubs, Bible Camps, and Vacation Bible Schools.

CHRISTIAN EVIDENCE. A presentation of the many 
infallible proofs of the inspiration of the Bible and of 
Christianity. 

CHURCH HISTORY. The history of the Christian 
Church from the days of the Apostles to our present day. 

BIBLICAL INTRODUCTION. A study of the history 
of our English Bible. 

TYPOLOGY. A study centred around the Mosiac 
Tabernacle, showing how the Person and the work of 
Christ is revealed in the types and shadows of the Old 
Testament. 

FALSE CULTS. A survey of the doctrines of the lead¬ 
ing false religions. 

HOMILETICS. A course on the preparation and de¬ 
livery of sermons. 

PASTORAL THEOLOGY. Studies in the life, prob¬ 
lems and labors of a Pastor and Missionary. 

DISPENSATIONAL TRUTH. Considering the Bible 
in the light of God’s dealings in various periods of time. 

MUSIC. Covers the rendering of Gospel music and 
song and the conducting of Choirs and congregational 
singing. 

MISSIONS. The teaching of Bible methods, as applied 
to modern missions, with special time given to visiting 
missionaries and student prayer bands. 

JOURNALISM. The teaching of basic techniques on 
how to write properly organized Christian material in 
keeping with the standards of our day. 

BIBLE GEOGRAPHY. A study of the geography of 
the lands connected with the events of the Bible. 

TYPING. A second and third year elective subject. 

MODERN TOOLS FOR MINISTERS. An elective 
course in organization and filing. 

CHAPEL DEVOTIONS. A time at the beginning of 
each day designed to develop the devotional life and 
ministry of the student. 

SPECIAL LECTURES. Dealing with modern problems 
in visitation, counselling, etc., will be given by visiting 
faculty.
